THE PENALTY OF THE PEACH. 


A Document of Antiquity That Shows 


tht Egyptians Knew How to M«k« 
•nd Uss Prussio Acid—-Ths Poisons 
of Aneisnt Orsses and Hems. 


In the mythology of Greece there 


was a somber saga which declared 
that In the far north, later described 
as Colchis, there dwelt some sorcerers 
—children of the sun. Of these Hecate 
posssesscd vast knowledge of poison- 
ous herbs, which passed to her daugh- 
ter Medea, who administered drugs to 
that dragon which guarded the Golden 
Fleece and urged Jason to gladiator- 
like achievements. 


Menes, one of the oldest of the Egyp- 


tian kings, and Attains Phylometer, 
the last king of Pergemus, undoubted- 
ly possessed wide knowledge of me- 
dicinal plants. 
Attalus Pbylomcter 


compounded 
medicines and 
experi- 


mented with poisons. 
He was famil- 


iar with hyoseyamus, aconite, vcra- 
trum, conlum and others. 


Mltbradates Eupator went further 


than cither of these, however, as he 
prepared the famous mixture therlaca, 
composed of fifty-four Ingredients, and 
which In Inter days sold at a great 
price. 
There Is further evidence of 


the chemical knowledge of the Egyp- 
tians as disclosed in embalming and 
various technical works. 


The most interesting feature of the 


poison lore of Egypt, however, Is the 
fact that the Egyptians were acquaint- 
ed with priiHsl'j acid, one of the most 
deadly poisons. They distilled It from 
certain plants and trees, notably the 
peach. 
In the Louvre there Is an an- 


cient Egyptian papyrus on which (HIM 
been deciphered: 


"Pronounce! not the name of I. A. O. 


under the penalty of the peach." 


This Is supposed to lie a death warn- 


ing to those who might be tempted to 
reveal mysteries In connection with 
the religious rites of the priests. 


It Is certain that the Romans learned 


of prusslc acid from the Egyptians, for 
history has It that In the reign of Tl- 
bcrlus u Itoinnn knight accused of 
treason drank poison and fell dead at 
the feet of the senators. 


In ancient Greece poison was the fa- 


vorite method of capital punishment 
and suicide, and It is of interest that 
self destruction was considered by the 
Greeks as an exemplary means of free- 
Ing the so.ul from the body. Valerius 
Muxlrnus relates that he "saw a wo- 
man of quality In the Island of Ccos 
who, having lived happily for ninety 
years, obtained leave \o take a poison- 
ous draft, lest by living longer f}he 
should happen to have a change ).n her 
good fortune." 


Nlcandcr of Colophon (204-138 B. C.) 


wrote the most ancient works extant 
on the subject of poisons. 
In one 


treatise he described the effects of 
snake venom. In another he considered 
the properties of opium, henbane, cer- 
tain fungi, colchlcnm, iiconlto and con- 
tltim and recommended antidotes for 
them. 


Dloscorldes ('10-00 A. D.) described 


the effects of cantharldes, sulphate of 
copper, mercury, lend and arsenic. 
He 


described poisons under three heads- 
animal poisons, poisons from plants 
and mineral poisons. 


I'oltfon lore—"poison-lt'hre," as It was 


long called—was considered a forbid- 
den subject for many ages. 
Oaten In 


his work "On Antidotes" remarks that 
the only authors who dared to write 
of poisons were Orpheus, Tlieologus, 
Morns, Mt'iuli'slus the younger, Hello- 
dorus of Athens, Aratus and a few oth- 
ers. 
Unfortunately none of their trea- 


tises Is now In existence. 


The sacred writings of India show 


that Iho art of poisoning was used for 
suicide, robbery anil revenge, and hero 
wo learn that the original cattle poi- 
soners lived in India 
The Asiatics 


knew arsenic, aconite, opium and other 
poisons. 


The ancient Hebrews were acquaint- 


ed with certain poisons, and "vosch" 
and "chema" seem to have been the 
words used as general terms for poison. 


The death of Socrates, Oemostheues, 


Hannibal and Cleopatra testify to the 
pharmaceutical knowledge of the an- 
cients. 
Phrysa poisoned the Queen 


Statlra In, the reign of Artaxerxes II. 


(11. 
C. 405-:if>0) by cutting food with a 


poisoned knife. 


The professional poisoners arose early 


In the Christian era. It is recorded 
that Agripplna (A. I>. 'Ji'>> refused to 
eat apples at the table of her fsitller- 
In-hiw Tiberius through fear of poison. 
- -New York Times.

New York City. 


ITS GUESTS WELL TREATED. 


Tho Inmatss Wear No Uniform and 


Hsvs Many Prlvilsgss—Ths Disci- 
plins Is Quit* Qsntls and th« Sur- 
roundings Psaeoful and Homsllk*. 


Walking through the streets of the 


squalid, noisy east side, the visitor In 
New York Is quite unprepared for the 
peace nnd clean 
homeliness which 


greet him In the sheriff's prison In 
Ltidlow street. 
Flanked by public 


school and police court on two sides, 
the brick building, ornamented with 
antique Iron grill over long windows, 
resembles a village Church or old fash- 
loned hall of learning. 
The 
outer 


clamor does not penetrate Its cool clois- 
ters. 
The struggle for existence Is 


halted at the threshold. Hut it IH not 
so easy to enter the sheriff's rest es- 
tablishment. 
The guard who opens 


the front door In response to the elec- 
tric bell eyes the visitor suspiciously. 
as If the latter might be trying to 
break Into tho county haven without 
proper credentials. The only persons 
entitled to the privileges of the Lud- 
low tavern are those In contempt of 
surrogates' and certain other courts, 
federal bankrupts, delinquent militia- 
men, execntlon and Judgment debtors 
and breach of promise and alimony 
men. 


However, the visitor who can prove 


that he has no sinister purpose is 
ushered into a cozy parlor fitted with 
rugs, pictures and ,/Iano 
Here he 


meets the warden, who talks freely 
nnd simply about his guests. He ad" 
mlts he has never rend I/ombroso or 
any other crlmlnologlst. 
What's the 


use? They don't send felons to this 
place. 
The learned observations of 


penologlsts do not apply to the In- 
mates'of Ludlow tavern. 
Methods of 


discipline arid reform nre superfluous. 
There are Just a few rules, such as ob- 
tain In any well regulated hostelry. A 
guest on arrival ban his pedigree taken 
at the office, is shown up to his sleep- 
ing chamber, gets Introduced to the 
gentlemen In the sitting room and is 
left to his own devices—no uniform, 
no haircut, none of the unpleasant fea- 
tures of a common prison. There is, 
Indeed, a genteel search for sharp in- 
struments, keys and knives, as forbid- 
den articles, but there Is no confisca- 
tion of any other* private possessions. 
A man may bring in all the books, 
writing material, tobacco, clothes, toi- 
let articles and bric-a-brac that he 
pleases. 


The rising bell rings at 6:30 a. m., 


and the guests have n chance to wash, 
shave and make their beds before 
•breakfast, at 8 o'clock. 
The regular 


breakfast consists of coffee and rolls, 
but guests may supplement it with 
eggs cooked at the hot water tap or 
may order, at their own expense, an 
elaborate meal from the menu card of 
a nearby restaurant. 
The morning 


newspapers nre at hand, so that guests, 
while sipping their coffee, may scan 
headlines and note the progress of 
events. 


After breakfast every one goes Into 


the' yard for an hour's exercise. 
The 


high brick, waus do not bar the sun- 
shine from the yard, which Is about 
sixty feet square and stone flagged 
around a central grass plot. After the 
exercise hour the guests repair to a 
large sitting room and read, study or 
play penuchle, checkers, domliios and 
chess. 
There Is n small library of 


books and 
magazines. 
Those who 


have private stocks of literature ex- 
change their books lu u fraternal 
spirit. 


The dinner bell rings at noon. 
A 


wholesome stew, a boiled dimrcr or a 
plato of fish and potatoes Is provided. 
If this seems too frugal even for clois- 
ter life, there ia the restaurant menu 
to full back on. As a rule, though, the 
Inmates are satisfied with tho regular 
fnre. 
Another hour In the yard, an 


afternoon spent In the sitting room, 
after the stylo of the morning session, 
and then a supper of bread and tea at 
5 o'clock. Two hours later the guests 
retire to their chambers for the night. 
They are locked In, it is true, but tho 
obliging guard will open on any rea 
soiinble request. 
There Is no rule 


against talking, and guests may read 
or write by the light of their own can- 
dles uutll they feel disposed to go to bed 


A gentle routine it Is. 
No one is 


overcrowded, for. while there are ac- 
commodations for a hundred 
tho number of guests Is seldom any- 
thing like that. 
The disagreeable 


monotony of seeing the same faces 
and hearing the same anecdotes, com- 
plained of by arctic travelers. Is ob- 
viated by the ccmilng and going of in 
unites. Tho comfurt of guests In pret 
ty well assured by a staff, of nine 
guards and three or four cooks nnd 
attendants. 


Letters to guests are not opened be- 


fore delivery, its ii. common puna I in- 
stitutions. Three days a week are. set 
aside for visitors, lint no member of 
the Alimony club is compelled to seu 
his wife. 
Once in a loni; \\ liile, lioW- 


' ever, a member of the lair M-X enters

PATH'S EARNINGS. 


The Shrwwd Financial Methods jf the 


Musical Miraels. 


Adellnn Pat 11 never suffered 
from 


the financial timidity of a Jenny Llnd. 
Not only w.is she a supreme vocalist; 
but, 
B» Colonel Mnpleson remarked, 


"no one ever approached her In the art 
of 
obtaining from a 
manager 
the 


greatest possible sum he could by any 
possibility contrive to pay." But the 
musical mlrncle wnw the spelled dar- 
ling of her day, and she never failed 
to obtain exactly what she wanted. 
She was first engaged In London In 
1801 by Mapleaon to sing four nights 
"on approval" and In case of success 
to obtain £40 a week. This contract 
was not fulfilled, however, for, being 
hard pressed financially, she had bor- 
rowed £50 from a rlvnl manager, and 
her receipt proved practically a con- 
tract. This was the beginning of a 
career so daw.llng that Its successive 
steps are simply a series of Increasing 
banknotes. 
Sn 1872 she obtained in 


London 200 guineas a night, since she 
Insisted on having more than Christine 
N'llsson, who was receiving £200. She 
sang twlcp a week. Ten years later 
she was given f">,0()0 n night! Her fa- 
mous contract to sing In America pro- 
vided that the money should be paid 
her at 2 o'clock on the day she sang; 
also a drawing rootn and sleeping car 
to be especially built for her, with 
conservatory, fernery, etc. Further, 
there was to be deposited to her credit 
$50.000 for payment of the last ten 
performances—Pattl's favorite device. 
She thus received about twenty times 
what Mario arid Orlsl got. 


Her private cnr Incidentally cost 


.$00.000 and contained a silver bath 
and gold keys to the doors, to say 
nothing of a $2,000 piano. Patti pave 
to (he manager only her voice and her 
costumes. Her drawing capacity Justi- 
fied this. "Lucia," as an example, was 
sung to an average of $14,000. "Trnvl- 
ntn" drew more, since she sang more 
notes. It was a frequent occurrence 
among the poorer music lovers to buy 
a club ticket and each take turns at. 
hearing her for twenty minutes. If 
one overstayed his time he paid for 
the entire ticket. Some mathematicians 
computed by dividing the number of 
notes sung by the sum paid that In 
'Semlramlde" Pattl received 42% cents 
for each note. This was found to be 
Just 7 1-10 cents a note more than Ros- 
sini got for writing the whole opera.—

While Mr. Anderson is not prepar- 


ed at present to give the public full 
details of his improvement, he has 
freely given out* enough information 
to people interested in this line for 
them to know that his refrigerator 
that cannot be claimed by any other 
refrigerator now in existence. 


Ice will be dispensed with entirely, 


which in itself is such a saving in 
time, labor, money and innumerable 
inconveniences, as to be a blessing in 
itself, and the temperature can be so 
regulated by the operator that it will 
be a pleasure rather than a burden to 
operate it. 


The original cost of construction 


will be very cheap and when once 
constructed

tamper are nine Inches long, yet their 
compresslve action 
Is exerted to a 


greater depth, for whore the oppor- 
tunity has arisen to see a section of 
pavement, and foundation made by use 
of the rolling tamper, as in the case of 
washouts, it has been observed that 
the compression of the earth extended 
fully three Inches below the reach of 
the shoes of the tamper. 


This sub-foundation tamping is a- 


betted by the liberal use of water, 
whereby the surface Is kept too wet 
to solidify, or by the constant use of 
cultivation which keeps tho top loose, 
thus allowing the tamper i'eet to sink 
throiffch it. and thus work upon the 
sub-foundation. In this way the Petrol- 
itiilc foundation, more homogeneous 
than any heretofore made, is secured. 


The cementing of the road surface 


into a firm monolithic mass is the sec- 
ond important matter. 
The kneading, 


mixing and pudlfng action of the roll- 
ing tamper secures results towards 
this end heretofore never secured. 


The surface or wearing coat of the 


roadway is constructed about six In- 
ches 
in thickness and 
Is solidified 


from the bottom up l>y means of the 
rolling 
tamper. 


The top six Inches of the roadway 


Is thoroughly pulverized, dampened 
with water and Is given three sepa- 
rate applications of hot, heavy, as- 
phaltlc oil, each application of oil he- 
Ing separately cultivated and mixed 
Into the soil. The liberal use of water 
materially assists 
In disseminating

When the oil Is so thoroughly mixed 


with the soil by moans of cultivators 
that It can be scarcely detected by the 
eye, the whole mass Is turned over 
by a plow that thoroughly turns over 
the furrows, and after a proper cultiva- 
tion or harrowing, the tamping with 
the (lolling tamper Is begun, the top 
being constantly stirred with a culti- 
vator so that the base only Is tamped. 


The tamping process Is prolonged 


and meantime the top layer Is main- 
tained in a soft condition by the liber- 
al use of water, or by the constant 
US') of the cultivator, In order to se- 
cure as dense n compaction of the 
sub-stratum as possible. 
When 
the 


bottom has been compacted 
to the 


farthest limit, two, three or four In- 
chon of crushed rock Is added to the 
surface, which after being sprinkled 
with water, Is coated with an applica- 
tion of heavy asphaltlc oil, and then 
mixed with the top soil of the street. 
The rolling tamper Is again brought 
Into action and by the judicious use 
of the cultivator and water, this maca- 
dam mass Is compacted solidly from 
the bottom upwards until the tamper 
rides upon the surface without Inden- 
tation. Thus the old stylo of maca- 
dam 
pavement is cemented Into a 


homogeneous, tenacious, water-proof,

wearing surface, which will hold up

way Is spread a light coat of heavy 
iiKphaltlc oil. This Is covered with a 
coat of screened gravel of rock screen- 
ings free from dust, which Is thorough- 
ly sprinkled and rolled Into the oil 
with a smooth roller. Tills creates a

surface that 
not only protects tho 


roadway, but forms a firm, Ideal sur- 
face, well adapted to all manner of 
vehicular and automobile tralllc. This 
surface Is familiar to all who have 
recently boon over the boulevard ex-

A GaU't Action Upon Water, Detert 


Sand and Prairie Snow. 


There aro whirl waves in (ho water, 


«and nnd snow. Tim ^rcnt sea wnvea 
aro produced nt Miaf. |>nrt of a eyrlonf 
whf-ro f.hr» (Jlrwtlon of tho wind roln- 
rlrU-s with tho dlwflon of ndv;mr-e of 
tho doprosfdon.

A wind of fifty-two miles an hour 


gives waves of an average height of 
twenty-six 
feet, 
although 
Individual 


waves will a t t a i n a height of forty 
feet. The prevailing wind In all longi- 
tudes Is westerly, so wherever a west- 
erly wind springs tip It. finds a long 
westerly swell, the effect of a previous 
wind still running, and the prJnHpal 
effert of the newly bom wind Is to 
Increase the steepness of the already 
running long swell so as to form 
majestic storm waves, which some- 
times attain a length of 1,200 feet 
from crest to crest. The longest, swells 
due to wind are almost Invisible dur- 
ing storms, for they are masked by 
the shorter and steeper waves, but 
they emerge Into view after or beyond 
the storm. 


The action of the wind to drift dry 


sand In a procession of waves Is seen 
In the deserts. 
As the sand waves 


cannot, 
travel 
by gravitation, their 


movements are entirely controlled by 
the wind, and they are therefore much 
Blinj.'er and more regular In form and 
movement than ocean waves. 
In their 


greatest heights of several hundred 
feet the former become more complex 
owing to the partial consolidation of 
tin,- lower layers of sand by pressure, 
but they H t l l l have the characteristic 
wave features. 


In the Winnipeg prairies of Canada 


freshly fallen snow Is drifted by wind 
In a procession of regular waves, pro- 
gressing w i t h a visible and ghostlike 
motion. 
They are similar to desert 


sand wirvcn, but less than half as 
steep, the wave length being 
fifty 


Minos as great as the height. 
Tho 


flatness of the 
wind formed snow 


waves affords a valuable Indication of 
tho great distance to which hills shel- 
ter from the wind.--Chicago Tribune.

A BUCKET_OF^ WATER. 


In Right Place When Needed It Will 


Prevent a Conflagration. 


A single bucket of water—even a 


cupful—thrown 011 a bluze at Its start 
often does more good than a reservoir 
full ten minutes later. And yet in not 
one out of a thousand American homes 
la a single bucket of water dedicated 
to flre protection. 
The only excuses 


for this negligence are ignorance, care- 
lessness, total disregard of property 
and life. Poverty may explain the ab- 
sence of structural protection, but no 
one who has a home Is too poor to 
afford a buckot of water. 
Even 25 


cents spent for fire pails will measur- 
ably Increase for years the safety of 
a house and that of its inmates. And 
the only attention this very effective 
fire apparatus will need is an occasion- 
al refilling from the pump or tap. 


The virtue of the bucket of water 


kept exclusively for fire purposes is 
that it is always there when you look 
for it and always full of water. There 
Is, to be sure, lots of water around the 
house (except when the pipe or pump 
has frozen), but by the time ono can 
find a bucket, take it to the tap or 
pump, wait for It to fill and then take 
It back to the flre not one bucket but 
ton are needed. 
If, however, you can 


tlnsh Into the hall, seine a ready filled 
bucket and souse the blueing curtain, 
all within twenty seconds, one bucket 
generally will be more than enough, 
as good as u whole fire department 
and far less destructive than Its super- 
fluity of water. 


Tho family that cares anything at 


all for its belongings should keep at 
least one bucket of water on a little 
bracket In tho hall on encli floor and 
another buckot In the garret. 
Down 


collar Ihore should be a barrel of wa- 
ter and a bucket not far from the 
furnace. 
Tho wator in the garret or 


collar may be kopt from froo/.lng In 
cold weather by adding common salt. 
—Kxchtinge. 


In the Interest of Good Eyes.
